Scranton, Pa., Nov. 17—The work of 


hearing testimony by the anthracite 
coal strike commission is not proceed- 
ing as rapidly as the commissioners 
desire, and they have agreed that they 
will not permit counsel on either side 
to- go over ground already covered. In 
Tiew of President Mitchell's compe- 
tency as a witness and Ms ability to 
elucidate clearly on many of the coal 
problems, he will likely be continued 
on the stand for some time yet.

uiurriuirings of the colored elemen 
have been widespread ever since thf 
Americans assumed control of Cuba 
out because the race was unorgauizei 
its discontent was not then, rccognizet 
as important. 
There are those who 


have predicted trouble along color line 
and some conservative men have goru 
so far as to predict a race war in Cuba 
but whether or not the discontent of 
the colored race iu. Cuba was of im 


" portance before the fact confronts the 
new republic that it is of importance 
today because the heretofore unorgan 
ized people have been formed into 
clubs and societies, have -established 
newspapers and are now in a condition 
to make demands. 


Never before has the negro questioi 


been so important in the country as it 
is todayiM The > Veteranos de ,Co!or 
(C^IqiJed 'yeteransy^haye.'issued •'a.for- 
mat declaration -of their .Intentions, sine 


..They say that the club, hereto- 


fore i known by', thati naine, no', longer 
ex^s^s, -that all who-fought in the Cu- 
ban :army, are veterans and' that they 
niiist-: b'eloag to the-'same club irrespec- 
tive of color. There'have always been 
two "veterans' clabs. one of which had 
a membership-made up of entirely 
•whites and the other constituted of the 
negroes. 


The colored people in Cuba feel that 


, they ha-ve been entirely ignored by the 


"Cuba libre" for,which they fought, 
probably harder than their white 
brethren, and they demand that they 
be dealt with as other Cubans are. pur- 
ing the administration of the American 
military authorities they 
refrained 


from coming forward, they say, be- 
cause of what is termed the national 
dislike of the United States for the col- 
ored man, but now that their govern- 
ment is in the hands of the Cubans the 
negroes intend to have what they claim 
are their just dues. . 


The leader of the colored race here is 


Senor Juan Gualberto Gomez, one of 
the most brilliant orators and one of 
the most able editorial writers on the 
island. His father was a Spaniard, -but 
every feature of the negro is plainly 
marked .on his face. His mother was a 
Slavs brought from ..Africa, .He is de- 
voted to the colored people. "Since the 
establishment .of the Cuban republic 
he has insisted throughout that his race 
be recognized and "be given its share of 
patronage. He has gone so far as to 
demand that President Pahna appoint 
a member of the colored race as a cab- 
inet officer. 
-What .will be the result of this agita- 
tion of the negro question in Cuba It is 
difficult to predict. Already it is asked 
.whether President Palma will invite 
colored people to his reception, which. 
.will soon _be held at the palace. If he 
does, the best element of Cuban society 
will probably remain away, for there 
exists a distinct color line. If he does 
not, he will call down on his head all 
the vituperation of which the fluent 
pen of Gomez is capable, and this may 
prove' embarrassing and widen the 
breach that already exists. 
.Will the negroes attempt force to ac- 
complish their ends? This is a ques- 
tion many times asked. The negroes 
themselves say no. They say that this 
will not be necessary. One of the most 
prominent leaders of the colored move- 
ment, with a high military rank, stated 
in answer to a question as to the ne: 
groes' ambitions: 


"We know .-that-it is for our interests 


to have tile-quietest, and most peaceful 
conditions oa the island. We realize 
thatSf -tlrcre was anjr trouble -here the 
United States will send its army back, 
and that is something that the Cuban 
colored man does not want and Is 
therefore "willing to overlook a multi- 
tude of sins -of .his own countrymen. 
We read nearly every day of how the 
colored man is treated in your country, 
and for this reason, if for no other, we 
will keep order ourselves, even if our 
natural patriotism should not cause us 
to. But the colored veteran is not get- 
ting justice here, and we have decided 
to adopt quiet but effective measures 
to improve this condition."

use of an obviously simple principle, 
once that principle is apprehended. 


The gist of the contrivance which 


admits of the use of but a single wire 
is found in the following facts: The 
line of poles along which the wire 
would be Btrung would be to one side 
of both tracks. From each pole an arm 
would protrude out as far as the mid- 
dle of the space between the tracks 
and would then bend downward. The 
trolley of each car when set in position 
would stand at an angle sufficiently 
great to bring its tip under the end of 
the arm from the pole. In the model 
Mr. Burke has made the trolley is es- 
sentially the same as that uo\v found 
on cars. It lias the friction wheel, but 
in addition to this it has a bow shaped 
cross arm that is pivoted to the trolley 
just below the friction wheel. This 
cross arm may be allowed to hang with 
its tips down, or by means of a wire 
cable running to the base of the trolley 
it may be made to assume an erect po- 
sition so that its middle point is in con- 
tact with the friction wheel above, 
while its tips, through smaller pulley 
wheels, are in contact with the wire. 
The bow shape of the cross arm brings 
its tips almost in contact with the 
wire, while the middle of the cross arm 
is the diameter of the friction wheel 
away from the wire. 


The cross arm arrangement solves the 


problem of having two friction wheels 
pass one another on the same wire.

Unique Plan to Send Mail by 


Electricity. 


FAB QUIOKEB THAN BT TEAINS. 


of an Italian Cociit to Be 


Given a Government Tent Between 
Rome and Jftipleit—Wires lined 
Rmllc—Kew Mallbag May Be Stop- 
ped at Stations. 


Count Roberto Plscicelll Taeggl, un- 


known until lately outside of Ills na- 
tive Naples, has suddenly leaped into 
prominence, writc-s William Rapinet 
Mackenzie, the special correspondent 
of the Chicago News at Rome. He has 
submitted to the Italian government a 
scheme to -work the postoffices of the 
kingdom on a new rapid economic sys- 
tem, a scheme which was largely wired 
all. .over Europe and is attracting gen- 
eral attention, especially in England. 
The minister of posts and telegraphs, 
Signer Galimbertl, has promised to 
give it a trial between Rome and Na- 
ples, and people in Rome are anxiously 
desirous not to be forestalled by other 
countries in its application. 


The new mailbag is a very light 


metal box, provided with wheels run- 
ning on an aerial railway cf its own at 
a speed ten times greater than that~bf 
an American express train and con- 
veying letters from one city to another 
in a minimum of time and at a great 
saving of money. This is effected by 
placing high iron poles at a convenient 
distance from each other all along the 
line on which the metal box or vehicle 
Is to travel. The poles are connected 
at the top by a series of steel wires, on 


• which the postal vehicle is to run, pro- 
pelled by electricity. 


Four wires are necessary to set the 


vehicle going, two performing the serv- 
ice of rails on which the wheels move 
and the other two supporting the mini- 
ature postal tramcar in its progress. A 
vehicle starts every five minutes from 
the upper story of a central postoffice 
with its freight of letters, newspapers 
and other dispatches and stops either 
at the end of the wire or at an inter- 
mediate station, according to the elec- 
tric momentum which it will have re- 
ceived. If it is intended to reach the 
final station, say Naples from Rome, it 
will travel on an upper group of four 
•wires; if it is meant to deliver its con- 
tents at an intermediate town or vil- 
lage, it will move on a lower group of 
wires in order that on its arrival at the 
place of destination it may not block 
the way to other vehicles. 


Bach group of wires will be double- 


one for the outward progress of the 
vehicle -and the -other for its return 
•voyage. From each postal station on 
the main line the other poles and other 
wires will branch off to the surround- 
ing towns and villages. The electric 
current, having a power of from 5,000 
to 0,000 volts, will be interrupted short- 
ly before the arrival of the vehicle at 
the place of delivery. 
All this will 


save time, as the post will dispense 
with the railway and its time tables, 
and its speed will nearly rival that- of 
the telegraph. Money will be saved by 
the way in which the letters arc auto- 
matically collected and delivered. 


For the collection high, hollow iron 


columns are to be raised in different 
parts of the city, connected with each 
other at the summit and with the up- 
per story of the central postoffice by 
means ot the usual steel wires. Let- 
ters are posted into a slit at the base 
of the column, where an automatic ap- 
paratus will stamp them and send 
them up to the top to await the boxes 
•which start at short intervals from the 
central office, make the round of the 
columns, receiving the letters on the 


MONKEY SPEECH TESTS. 


'rotfnnor Garner Tell* of nin Work

«ascs full of monkey talk. Professor H. 
ti. Garner, the Boston anthropologist, 
who expects to put mankind into vocal 
communication with the simian world, 
nrrired at Philadelphia on the steamer 
\Vesternland the other day fresh from 
new triumphs of speech collected in 
African Jungles, says the New York 
American, The monkey talk is record- 
ed on phonograph records, and Profess- 
or Garner has hundreds of the little 
brown cylinders which when finally 
translated may be found to contain a 
complete system of political economy 
as it exists in monkey land. 


Professor Garner was in Philadel- 


phia but a few hours before leaving for 
his home in Boston, but while making 
a call upon a friend in the AVest End 
building he chatted for a few minutes 
about his work. 


"Of course monkeys talk," he said in 


answer to a question. "The only thing 
to be done is to translate their lan- 
guage. I have spent two years in the 
heart of the jungles in western Africa 
and have passed days and days in ut- 
ter solitude, sitting in the big iron cage 
that I had constructed especially for 
these experiments. 


"At first the monkeys and apes were 


timid of approaching the strange ob- 
jects, but when they finally gathered 
about me and began to chatter I had 
the best possible opportunity for get- 
ting valuable records because their ex- 
clamations of surprise and curiosity af- 
forded me the primitive sounds that 
were most valuable for my purpose. 


"It will take me many months to col- 


late and study the hundreds of phono- 
graph records which I have secured, 
when I will be able, I hope, to make 
amiouncemtnt of valuable scientific re- 
sults. I have learned that there is a 
method, a system, in the language of 
monkeys and that under' similar cir- 
cumstances their utterances' are practi- 
cally always the same, indicating a 
definite system of speech which when 
interpreted may be found on a par 
with the^ language of some of the low- 
est savage tribes of man."

X. Iludmore- 
Brown, botanist, and Planclou, nat- 
uralist; R. C. Moss-wan, meteorologist 
and magnetic observer: Dr. J. H. Har- 
vey-Pin>. geologist and medical officer, 
and D. W. Wilton, who will assist Mr. 
Bruce in the zoological work. The ex- 
ploring party's work will lie to the 
south of the south Atlantic ocean, be- 
tween the zones at present being in- 
vestigated by the Swedish and German 
expeditions. 


The idea at present is to reach as 


far as possible south without being fro- 
zen in the ice and also to specialize in 
oceanography and meteorology. A very 
complete set of instruments has been 
obtained for this purpose. Kites will 
be used for taking photographs of 
birdseye views and cinematographs for 
keeping records of the movements of 
animals and birds. Two great drums 
attached to the stern of the vessel will 
carry 12.000 fathoms of cable. A spe- 
cially constructed motor engine has 
been placed on the poop, with four 
miles of piano wire to be used as string 
for tremendous tubes, which will carry 
self recording meteorological instru- 
ments into the higher regions of the at- 
mosphere.

"Thc followers of the Mad Mollah 


are thc same kind of people as the 
Sudanese who followed the mahdi. 
They are Arabians with a trace of 
negro in their blood.

Mohammedans and fight with reli- 
gious frenzy born of the religion that 
teaches them that if they d!e fighting 
Christians, or Franks, as they call us, 
they will gro straight into the presence 
of Allah and into bliss everlasting. 


"Ever since the British government 


began its protectorate over India and 
African countries it has had trouble 
with leaders of fanatic hordes. The 
mahdi was much like the present Mad 
Mollah. 
The mollahs originated in 


India. 
They are generally Moham- 


medan priests and fakirs. 
They are 


wild fanatics, known to be insane, but 
therefore believed to be sacred. They 
fire their followers by preaching a 
jehad, or holy war. They usually at- 
tempt some fake miracle to assure the 
Moslems of their divine inspiration, 
and then their followers believe that 
a new mollah has arrived. If he is 
successful, his onslaughts on Chris- 
tians or other tribes soon give him tbe 
title of Mad Mollah. 


"If the Mad Molinh wins a victory, 


the other Mohammedans are at once 
more impressed with the divine charac- 
ter of b)s leadership, and they flock to 
his standard where they might other- ' 
wise have remained passive. The re- 
cent victory cf the Mad Mollah over 
Colonel K wayne's detachment presages, 
therefore, large fanatic hordes to his 
forces. The trouble the British will 
have in subduing him v>-il! be propor- 
tionately increased by each victory. 


"Then the British this time are go- 


ing to have more trouble with the So- 
malis than Kitchener or his prede- 
cessors had in subduing the Sudanese ' 
and taking Khartum. I think the Brit- 
ish will find this time that the Mad 
Moilah's followers are equipped with 
rides probably as good as their own.
